REPORT OF QftAND JURY. 


Condition of the Public 


and County Ofilcri—H«-com- 


meiiflatloua, etc. 


OAKLAND, Jan, 3, 1H75. 


To Die lion, fittphen G. Nye, Judge <\f 


Hie County Court, Alcnneda t'o&nty. 
Tho Grand Jury appointed at the .Ian- 


nary term of the Court respectfully re- 
port: That (ill the charges against all the 
persons we find jn the County J.ail have 
been examined and fully investigated; 
also all charges aud complaints again-st 
any nnd-every o'her person presented by 
the District "Attorney, or of -which we 
have bueu able to gain any know ledge, 
have been diligently inquired iuto. 


As the result of our labors in this de- 


partment we have presented indictments 
as per detailed report hereunto attached. 


M'o have also examined the County 


Jail, County Infirmary, County Uecord- 
er's oilice, County Clerk's office, Treas- 
urer's office, Auditor's oflice, Tax Col- 
luetoi's office and the Sheriff's office, and 
iiud thfin in good working order, nnd no 
recommendation to make, with the ex- 


eptionof the Kecorder's oflice, iu \\liich 
we find a large amount of documents 
unrecorded for the want of sufficient as- 
histruice. 
To remedy this, we would 


recommend the employing of another 
clerk for a short time to cornplets the 
work oil hand. 


On the examination of the jail, wa 


find the premises in a clean, neat, and 
wholesome condition nnd tho officers 
sho\v dus diligence in all their depart- 
ments for the safety nnd comfort of all 
tho piisoners who all highly praise the 
treatment and food furnished them, 
which they declare good and \\holesoine 
and abundant for nil their wants. The 
bedding is insufficient from the fact of 
all the pi-isoiieis being compelled to 
slei>p on the cold floor of the prison, 
there being but two beds iu the w hole 
prison. We would therefore recommend 
that the prisoners after being removed 
o the new jail iu Oakland be pro\ ided 
with light stationary beds. 


Upon examination of the County Hos- 


pital we find forty-three patients. None 
iuft'ering from auy malignant or iufec- 
:ious disease. 
Several superannuated 


persons therein may permanently re- 
main, but the majority of the cases be- 
^ug local, bid fair to a speedy recovery. 
The wards are nil well adapted to their 
purposes, being spacious well ventilated 
md not crowded. 'J.he beds being neat 
and clean with a sufficiency of covering, 
and each ward being supplied with .1 
stove. 
The patients were unanimous 


iu asserting the kind treatment received 
at the hands of the Superintendent and 
Matron, 


There are twenty-three animals vised 


upon the place—three are horses—two 
of which are used to do the farm work, 
;he other for conveying patients to and 
from the hospital. Of the other animals 
;welve are cows, which usually furnish 
milk nnd butler for the use of the estab- 
lishment. 


There are forty-three acres of the 


grounds under cultivation, being sown 
to hay, the balance of the grounds are 
used for pasture. 
The cooking appara- 


tus were found in perfect order with 
abundance of good healthy food anil 
faultlessly clean; s.ime in the female de- 
partment, for which we would beg to 
make the following suggestion, to wit: 
The ward is situated directly o\er the 
wash-house, the floor being of rough 
boards, leaving wide, open cracks through 
which the steam and noise penetrate to 
a f earful extent, find arc very detrimental 
to the health of the patients.
